AL the request of a friend, we give place
to the annexed article concerning the politi-
eal course of Judge Jamms L. Onr, As we
have expressed our views thereon, we do
not hesitate to give it a place in our col-
umos :

Ezx-Governor Orr's Letter—The latter of
ex-Governor Orr, of South Carolina, giving
liis reasons for acting with the Republican
party in that State, is one of the most in-
teresting politieal papers that we have re,
eently seen.

then thoee who had opposed granting us all
thess boons should appeal to us lo join
with them and overlhrow the party of our
deliverance and redemplion—would any
white man tolerate with patienee such a
proposition | SBome of our party leaders
might be corrupt and teacherous, but we
eerininly shonld not join our enemy Lo de-
etroy our party until we had tried to re.
form it.

Mr, Orr therefore coneludes that, as the
colored eitizers will long hold the balanee
of power, nnd eling vnalterably to the Re-
publican party, and as all old party issues,
banks, internal improvemenis, ele, are sel-
tled, the duty of all good eitizens is Lo see
that the intelligonee of the white race can
never be made available in the eonduet of
affairs until it seeures the politieal confi-
donece of the eolored volers., With gres,
good sense Mr, Orr says, in conelusion, thay

Does it Pay Producers to Bhip their
Cotton t

Messrs, Editors—Allow me 1o say a few
words to Lthe eolton producers in relatiou
to shipping their cotton. Last year, it be-
eame guite eommon among the farmers Lo
have their ootlon shipped. Yesterday I
had cecasion to investigate the general re-
sult of cotton shipping, and found that nine-
tentha, or more, lost money by shipping:
and some few lost by holding eotton over.
However, not more than thirty dollars per
bale. Again. The farmer might reason
in this way : If cotton buyers can affort to
ship, why not the prolmcer? The produ-
oer ean ship 1o ns much advantage as the
buyer; but the geoeral result of cotton
speculation breaks four fifthts or more —
Yet if you desire your cotlon shipped, you
ean have it done frew of charges. You can
always find regular eotton shippers who
are rendy and willing to wait upon you in
that line=~men who are posted in the busi-
ness. You ean alro find men outside of
the ecotion business equally as anxious to
wait upon you in that line. Now I would
suggest to the farmer, for him to ship hia
own cotlon npon his wagon to the nearest
market—ihen end \here sell to the man
who pays most for it; it is then under his
eontrel, without any further loss, gain or
contentinne.  As I have mot seen an o

timate of the present erop under four

millive bales, I would advise the farmer to

sell a8 soon as the eotton ean be prepared
for market. November deliveries are boing
made in New York at 164 eents, which

A Plain Statement of the Late Iu-
surrectionary Movement of the

Negroes.

* Coming events cast their shadows be-
fore,” and we may well be prepared for
what seerns inevitably to come. Sonday af
ternoon a report reached town that m large
armed band of eolored men were in the
neighborhood of Belmont, swearing to burn
out and kill Mr, James Chappell, who had
a diffieulty some days before with a negro
who he was desirous of driving off the
plantation of Mr. Moses Anderson, at the
latter's request. The diffieulty we learn
had been settled however, afterwards, M.
Paysinger, sheiilf, proceedid to the spat,
and there learned that a party of sixty col
ored men had gone to the house of Mr. Au-
dervon, where Qhappell was, and Mr. W .
Satterwhite went out and arked what was
wanled. He was told they wanted Mr.
Chappell, that they were gning to hang
him. Mr. 8. sid it eould not be. They
taen threatened to kill him, The party in
the houee then eame out, five in number,
aimed, when the n+groes went off and were
joined Ly otlieie, altogetlier amoucting to a
large force.

The eitizens in the meantime turned out,
and both parties, as night had come on, re-
mained In porition about two miles apart 1ill
morning, Mr. Paysioger with the eomipany
of citizens, Next morning, having business
in town, Mr. P. started back, taking Mr,
Cheppell ulong under arrest to earry out the
law in his esse, Mr, Jack Hendercoen in
company. On the read near Longahore's
Store they were stopped by a eompany of
armed negroes, formed in line. This party
theatened tokill the Sheriff, but foally eon-
sented Lo let bim and the two others pass,
On being ordered te disperse, and, if not
peaceably, they should be forerd, they re-
plied there were pot men enough in New-
berry to disperse them.

Returning (0 the seene of action near
Belmont, in company with two young men,
Mr. P, overtook a forece of econstabulary
and eolored men from tomm golng ie the
same direstion. These he diiected Lo goen
and meet the hostile negroes and tell them
that peace had to be preserved, that he
woull meet them and see what was te be
done or what was wanted. He wanted
them to disperse, but If they wanted war
and woull have it they should be grati-
fied. Arriving on the groand he found a
large force, perhaps six or eight hundred
in mamber, of white men mounted and
armed, who had gathered in his sbsence

having heard beside that Crews with a !-m-;
from Laurens were oo the way Lo reinfuree
the Delmont outlawa. Mr. P. then wiih
three or four leading men of the meighbore
hoad, advanced to the hostile party and do

manded Lo know what they wanted. The
answer was justice. They were told they
should have it, but they must disperse and.
also give up the sixty whoe had theatened
Mr, C's life, and to burn bis premises, Afe
ter consideralle demur the demand was
wirely agreed to, but only Lwenty-three of
the offcnders sould be found ; thess wers
given vp and plased under arrest. The
armed pariy of white mounted men, who
had thus far been kept in tha backgronds
were now ordered vp, and filed past in re

view, when the negrom quietly dispersed,
promising o go Lo their bomer. The town
party then started on their rétoro home
with the prisopera,
